Charles Smith, "Yankee Charlie 
as he was familiarly called, was born 
in Staughton, Mass., about 84 years 
ago. 
He came to Bedford while ye 
a young man, in the days of the stag* 
coaches and was the last link tha 
connected those days with the pres 
ent time. The first''coach He" drove 
here was made in Troy, N. Y., also 
one made at Concord, N. H., and 
during his time Daniel Shuck and

coaches were made large and strong 
and carried from nine to 12 passen- 
gers.

TROLLEY LINE SURVEYED 


Engineers Locate Course From Al- 


toona to Bedford Springs. 


The preliminary survey for 
the 
electric railroad from Altoona to Bed- 
ford Springs was completed yesterday 
afternoon by a corps of nine engi- 
neers under Charles G. Tate of Al- 
toona. 


The engineers, who left Bedford 
last evening, reported satisfactory 
grades and general conditions and 
say that the permanent survey will 
be made as soon as the frost is out 
\ 
of the ground. They believe that the 


X work of construction will be taken up 
at an early date. 


The line, according to the present 
survey, crosses the tracks of the Bed- 
ford Division, P. R. R., overhead and 
runs to the borough limits on Rich- 
ard Street, thence to the Springs.

Fruit Growers Form Co-Operative As- 


sociation for Mutual Benefit. 


At the special Fruit Growers' Meet- 
ing held in the Court House on the 
3rd a new association was formed, to 
work with the old one, but having a 
separate, existence. 
It is called the 


Bedford County Fruit Shippers' As- 
sociation and was organized solely to 
buy supplies co-operatively and* to 
ship apples under standard grades 
and labels, so as to get but of the 
fruit what it is really worth in the 
market. Thorough methods of pack- 
ing and handling are proposed, and if 
the movement is successful apples 
shipped in this way ought to bring 
much better prices than we have been 
getting. 
Also, the .association pro- 
poses to market the cull apples, the 
cider, vinegar, and other by-products 
of the orchard. 
The income, to carry on the work 
and pay labor is to be derived from 
..commissipns 'charged for both ..buying

ber orderin'g the" supplies! Everything 
for the orchard and the farm is to be 
bought in this way. 


• For 'marketing the apples a charge 


of 20c a barrel is made to members. 
At the end.of the season, 10 per cent, 
of the surplus is set aside in the 
treasury to cover next year's expen- 
ses; the entire balance of profit is di- 
vided among the members who have 
shipped apples in proportion to the 
quantities they have shipped. It is 
strictly a co-operative movement, as 
this excess of profit is turned back to 
the co-operators. The plan met with 
ready approval of those present, and 
fifteen chartei members signed the 
articles and passed proper by-laws. 
The annual dues were fixed at $1. 
A. S. Guyer was elected President; 


C. R. Drenning, Treasurer, and W. F. 
Biddle, Secretary. 
They constitute 


an Executive Committee with power 
to carry out the express wishes of the 
association. 
The articles 
are so 


drawn that no liability can be incur- 
red by the association, so that the 
members cannot be gotten into trou-

There was a stage line from here 
to Philadelphia 
and Baltimore as 
early as 1826, established by James 
Resides and Henry Leader.

Smith did not come to Bedford 
until some time in the forties or 
about 60 years ago. Our people here 
then rode to Pittsburg, Philadelphia 
and Baltimore in these coaches. The 
fare was $5 to Pittsburg and $12 to 
Philadelphia. 
Time to Philadelphia 


from Pittsburg was 60 hours, the dis- 
tance being 303 miles. The distance 
over the road was divided as near as 
possible into 10 and 12 mile drives, 
and each team and each driver was 
required to pass over this distance 
and-back each day.

TOE COUNTY TAX RATE 


Commissioners 
Explain 
Why the 


'Raise-Was Necessary. 


To the Taxpayers of Bedford Coun- 
,ty: We have been asked why and for 
what purpose was the tax levy raised 
to 8 mills? - Whether V. was to create 
a sinking'fund or are we expecting a 
great destruction of property by flood 
or fire in-1810? 
: In reply we will say. neither. We 
are forced to raise the rate in order 
to meet the-expenses and to pay for 
state roads, which were bequeathed 
to us by the former board of County 
Commissioners, and to meet the ever- 
increasing demands of the Board of 
Poor Directors. 


. When we went into office we were 
compelled to raise the rate to 7 mills 
in order to meet certain debts. An 
additional mill brings into the county 
treasury about $10,000 in round 
numbers. In 1909 this sum was used 
to pay for the following: State roads 
contracted for by the former board of 
Commissioners, 
$6,903.03; 
railing 
and stringers for the Heffner and 
Loysburg bridges, contracted for by 
the former board of County Commis- 
sioners, $743; binding books and 
records in the several offices of the 
Court House, ordered by the Court, 
about $800; increase in the Alms- 
house requisition, in round numbers 
$1,000; increased pay of jurors and 
witnesses, about $1,000. 


During the previous year 24 in- 
mates were removed from the Alms- 
house to the State Insane Asylum at 
Harrisburg. . This raised the cost of 
maintenance in. that institution about 
$1,000,.which had to be paid by the 
county. . These extra 
expenditures 


amount to about $12,000, which has 
to be paid by the present board, be- 
sides paying about $1,500 on a new 
bridge contracted for by the former 
board of Commissioners. 
In the year 1910 we have been 
compelled to raise to S mills for the 
following reasons: 
The increased 


maintenance at the State Hospital 
continues; 
likewise the 
increased 
pay of jurors and witnesses. 


In 1909 we paid $6,903.03 for 
state roads, but during the coming 
year we will be asked to pay about 
$11,000 for state roads contracted for 
by the former board of County Com- 
missioners, an increase over last year 
of about 
$4,000. 
The Almshouse 
requisition has been raised from $15,- 
000 in .1909 to ?20,000 in 1910, an 
increase of $5,000, making an in- 
crease of $9,000 on these two items, 
or the equivalent of an extra mill, of 
tax. 


The pay of assessors has been rais- 
ed from $2 to $2.50 per day, which 
makes an increase of about $700. The 
fees of ;the Justices of the Peace have 
also.'.-been1- Increased, .which must be 
paid, by the county. These,.are the 
facts which have caused the increased 
tax rate. 
It aas been of necessity 
and not of choice. 


Many applications were made dur- 


ing the past year for new bridges and 
election houses-.which we were com- 
pelled to refuse^Hpjbjder to make our 
Eunds meet the necTessary expenses. 


In conclusion, we wish to say that 
it was only after careful considera- 
tion and having found it to be neces- 
sary, that we have raised the tax rate 
to 8 mills. Very respectfully,

Keeping I4me-Sulphur Wash Intact 


A fruit grower of southern Penn- 


sylvania wrote to Prof. H. A. Surface, 
State Zoologist, Harriaburg, to the 
ollowing effect. 


"I have a barrel of concentrated 


lime-sulphur 
solution 
which 
was 


partly used last fall. Shall I leave ii 
as it is until spring, or would it be 
practical to measure it, and then fill 
the barrel with water, using the ma- 
terial enough stronger in the spring 
to be of the required strength to kill 
scale insects?" 


Professor Surface gave the follow- 


ing information:

"Regarding your part barrel of 


concentrated lime-sulphur, I can say 
that you can either keep it in the 
strong form until spring, and then 
dilute and use it with good results, 
or partially dilute it at this time, and 
finish the dilution when you wish lu 
the spring. 
However, it is an im- 


portant point to protect it from the 
air, either by keeping it in a closed 
vessel or putting enough oil of any 
kind over it to form a layer that will 
exclude the air. The oxygen of the 
atmosphere tends to break up the val- 
uable chemical portion of the com- 
pound, although this is not rapidly 
done. When you wish to use it, dip 
off the oil; or, draw off the limo- 
sulphur solution and let the oil re- 
main in the barrel, so that it is not

Take one cup of maple sugar, one 


and a half cup.s ,of butter and half a 
cup of cream and boil together stead- 
ily until it grows .instantly brittle in 
water.

A recent study of the boys in the 


four classes of a high school in 
community where the use of tobacco 
is -very prevalent among both men 
and boys, showed the following facts 
and figures: One boy remained in 
the fourth year class out of eight who 
had started in the first year, and he 
was not a user of tobacco.
